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The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  dedicated  to 
preserving  properties  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic 
and  ecological  value  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
Founded  in  1891,  it  is  a  non-profit  organization  and 
the  largest  private  owner  of  conservation  land  in 
Massachusetts. 

Today,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  owns  70 
properties  totaling  more  than  17,500  acres,  all  of  them 
open  to  the  public.  Through  an  active  acquisition 
program  The  Trustees  continues  to  save  open  land 
across  the  state.

1986 


1986  was  a  very  good  year.  Having  celebrated  our  95th  anniversary, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  stands 
strong  and  secure.  We  have  more  land,  more  members  and  more 
resources  today  than  ever  before.  It's  also  fair  to  say  that  our  world 
is  becoming  more  complex  and  the  problems  more  challenging 
than  ever.  Here's  a  recap. 

Land  Acquisition 

New  properties        The  Trustees  acquired  six  new  parcels  in  1986.  Four  were  significant 
properties  adjacent  to  existing  reservations;  two  were  new  reserva- 
tions (one  subject  to  the  donor's  life  interest).  In  addition,  we  re- 
ceived quitclaim  interests  in  property  on  Nantucket  and  a  partial 
interest  in  land  in  West  Gloucester.  Altogether,  our  holdings  in- 
creased by  238  acres  to  a  new  total  of  17,522  acres.  In  addition,  an- 
other 550  acres  have  been  preserved  under  the  aegis  of  our  affiliate, 
the  Massachusetts  Farm  and  Conservation  Lands  Trust. 

New  conservation     Five  new  conservation  restrictions  came  under  our  protection,  in- 
restrictions  creasing  the  total  acreage  covered  by  this  program  by  696.  We  now 

hold  restrictions  on  6,132.5  acres  statewide.  Donors  of  restrictions 
this  year  also  gave  generously  to  replenish  the  Conservation  Re- 
striction Fund  which  had  been  badly  depleted  in  the  long  but  suc- 
cessful legal  battle  to  defend  all  conservation  restrictions  before  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

A  new  venture         In  a  new  venture  together  with  the  Ottauqueechee  Land  Trust  of 
Vermont  and  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  (SPNHF),  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  launched  the  Land 
Planning  and  Management  Foundation,  Inc.,  an  organization 
based  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  which  will  specialize  in  financ- 
ing its  land  conservation  work  in  three  states  through  carefully 
planned  limited  development.  Davis  Cherington  has  left  his  posi- 
tion as  Deputy  Director  for  Land  Conservation  to  lead  this  effort. 

The  reduction  of  Davis'  available  time  for  Trustees'  projects  and 
the  departure  of  Associate  Director  for  Land  Conservation  Wesley 
Ward  for  a  year  of  study  at  Harvard  have  required  major  readjust- 
ments. Ashton  Hallett,  associated  with  SPNHF,  helped  with  the 
transition  and  has  joined  Davis  as  Vice-President  of  the  Founda- 
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tion.  However,  in  a  Ten  Strike,  The  Trustees  has  persuaded 
Elizabeth  Bell  to  leave  her  very  successful  tenure  as  Executive 
Director  of  the  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  to  head  up 
The  Trustees'  land  conservation  effort. 

Our  inholding  program  also  took  on  new  life  with  the  work  of 
summer  interns  Peter  Creighton  and  Molly  Gerard.  Molly  stayed 
on  to  become  our  new  Assistant  Director  for  Land  Conservation. 
The  long-time  goal  of  public  access  to  Menemsha  Hills  on  Mar- 
tha's Vineyard  was  achieved  by  the  purchase  of  the  Sigourney  prop- 
erty. Four  additional  farmland  projects  were  completed,  and  we 
acquired  a  100-acre  property  in  Williamstown  for  later  resale  to  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Management. 


The  Properties 


It  goes  almost  without  saying  that  The  Trustees  regards  as  its  para- 
mount responsibility  stewardship  of  the  properties  it  owns.  The  great 
majority  of  financial  and  staff  resources  continues  to  be  devoted  to 
this  task.  Two  new  full-time  field  positions  were  established  —  one 
each  in  the  Stockbridge  and  Charles  River  Valley  Management  Units. 
William  Girardi,  Jr.  has  filled  the  former;  Al  Confolone  the  latter. 

The  property  management  division  has,  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Deputy  Director  Bill  Clendaniel,  broadened  its  scope  beyond  tradi- 
tional upkeep  and  maintenance.  The  Ecology  Program  has  been 
greatly  expanded,  focusing  particularly  on  our  barrier  beaches.  In 
addition,  greater  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  a  variety  of  creative 
and  appealing  uses  for  the  properties.  A  Victorian  crafts  fair  at  the 
Bryant  Homestead  in  Cummington  was  a  notable  example,  an 
event  attended  by  Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  and  a  retinue  of 
Secret  Service  men. 


Expanded 
Ecology  Program 


Of  course,  one  of  our  most  important  achievements  was  the  move 
of  Headquarters  to  a  renovated  Long  Hill  in  Beverly  after  27  years 
at  the  Pierce  House  in  Milton.  The  May  move  went  amazingly 
smoothly  thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  the  staff.  Special  mention

must  be  made  of  the  six  support  staff  members  whose  quiet  effi- 
ciency allowed  us  to  rise  above  the  confusion  and  never  miss  a  beat  — 
well  hardly  a  beat.  They  are  Eleanor  Bean,  Judi  Daley,  Ina  Greene, 
Alice  Hayes,  Wendy  LeBlanc  and  Virginia  Slack. 

Headquarters  was  officially  opened  by  Governor  Michael  S. 
Dukakis  who  snipped  a  ribbon  with  hedge  clippers  on  a  glorious 
August  20th.  The  presence  of  the  Governor,  along  with  Secretary 
of  Environmental  Affairs  James  Hoyte  and  numerous  state  and 
local  officials,  was  indicative  of  the  increasing  prestige  and  recog- 
nition TTOR  commands  in  the  public  sector.  This  is  a  result  of  the 
excellent  work  of  our  Associate  Director  for  Public  Information 
Eloise  Hodges  whose  task  it  is  to  make  broadly  known  who  we  are 
and  what  we  do. 

Naming  of  An  increasingly  active  Public  Issues  Committee,  chaired  by  Marian 

"Special  Places"       Thornton,  has  complemented  this  important  effort  and  has  pro- 
duced a  number  of  legislative  successes  as  well.  In  addition,  three 
Trustees'  properties  have  been  named  "special  places"  in  Massachu- 
setts by  Secretary  Hoyte.  Chosen,  along  with  11  other  properties, 
for  their  unique  environmental  qualities,  they  are  Governor  Hutch- 
inson's Field,  Milton;  Halibut  Point  Reservation,  Rockport;  and 
Chesterfield  Gorge,  West  Chesterfield. 

Many  longstanding  management  issues  came  to  the  fore  again  in 
1986  —  some  now  solved,  others  remaining  to  be  solved.  On  the 
plus  side,  the  deer  management  program  has  proceeded  smoothly, 
now  that  the  courts  have  found  in  our  favor  and  the  media  has  be- 
come interested  in  other  things.  Similarly,  control  has  been  success- 
fully exercised  over  the  rowdies  at  Doane's  Falls,  thanks  to  the 
assignment  of  two  new  part-time  wardens  to  that  site.  Likewise,  the 
adverse  impacts  from  the  landfill  adjacent  to  Whitney  and  Thayer 
Woods  have  been  mitigated  thanks  to  the  intervention  of  The 
Trustees. 

Not  so  tractable  have  been  the  problems  of  settling  on  a  financially 
viable  management  plan  for  Castle  Hill  or  coming  to  terms  with 
Smith  College  as  to  the  proper  use  of  the  main  house  at  Notchview. 
No  doubt  these  and  other  issues  will  consume  as  many  staff  and 
volunteer  hours  in  1987  as  they  did  in  1986.

Development 


Perhaps  the  greatest  achievement  in  1986  was  the  successful  com-  Successful 
pletion  of  the  first  Capital  Campaign  in  Trustees'  history.  The  six       Capital  Campaign 
years  of  hard  work  by  volunteer  and  staff  alike  produced  over  $8 
million  new  dollars  for  The  Trustees,  most  in  unrestricted  gifts. 
Nearly  $2  million  of  this  amount  were  direct  contributions  to  the 
Annual  Appeal  to  help  meet  operating  expenses.  This  is  a  tremen- 
dous achievement,  bringing  with  it  an  assurance  that  The  Trustees 
has  the  friends  and  financial  wherewithal  to  finish  out  its  first  cen- 
tury at  full  bore.  Former  Standing  Committee  Chairman  Ted 
Chase,  former  Director  Gordon  Abbott,  Capital  Fund  Raising 
Chairman  Ralph  Vogel,  President  Harry  Guild  and  his  wife  Gale, 
Vice-President  Hall  Peterson  and  Chairman  Sandy  Saunders  are  a 
few  of  the  many  whose  energy  and  organizational  skills  were 
indispensable. 

Of  course,  the  other  real  heroes  are  the  hundreds  who  dug  deep         David  Crockett 
and  pledged  money  and  property  to  the  cause.  Prominent  among  Fund 
them  is  an  anonymous  donor  who  late  in  the  year  gave  $100,000  to 
start  a  fund  to  honor  David  Crockett,  former  President  and  long- 
time supporter.  We  are  delighted  that  David  will  be  actively  in- 
volved in  determining  the  uses  of  the  income  from  the  fund,  and  a 
committee  has  been  set  up  to  raise  additional  contributions. 
Graciously  serving  as  honorary  chairman  is  Paul  Reardon,  retired 
Justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

No  review  of  Trustees'  development  activities  in  the  last  six  years 
would  be  complete  without  mentioning  Caroline  Standley,  our 
former  Deputy  Director  for  Development,  who  resigned  in  August 
to  take  over  a  capital  fundraising  position  at  the  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner  Museum.  She,  more  than  any  other  single  person,  was 
responsible  for  The  Trustees'  exceptional  development  record  over 
the  last  six  years.  Betsy  Riggs,  fresh  from  a  successful  stint  with  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  Centennial,  picked  up  the  reins  and  helped  us 
successfully  complete  our  Capital  Campaign  and  Annual  Appeal. 
Susan  McGarvey  continued  her  winning  ways,  redesigning  the 
membership  program,  organizing  events  and,  in  general,  being 
responsible  for  record  numbers  of  new  members  and  membership 
dollars.

Crane  Beach  Indeed,  the  only  major  budgetary  shortcoming  in  1986  was  one 

shortfall  over  which  we  had  no  control.  Due  to  rainy  weather  during  the 

summer  season,  revenues  from  Crane  Beach  fell  short  by  over 
$150,000.  Weekend  attendance  was  51%  below  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

In  the  crisis,  Deputy  Director  for  Administration  and  Finance 
Frank  Stevens  and  Regional  Supervisors  Tom  Foster,  Wayne  Mitton 
and  Stan  Piatczyc  —  indeed  the  entire  staff  —  performed  magnifi- 
cently, as  they  have  so  many  times  before.  Emergency  mid-course 
corrections  in  our  spending  plans  were  adopted  throughout  the 
organization,  and  what  was  projected  as  a  $200,000  plus  deficit  in 
August  was  reduced  to  a  manageable  $41,750  by  year  end.  The 
impact  of  the  Crane  shortfall  was  a  sobering  tonic  which  had  the 
positive  result  of  our  setting  a  budget  for  1987  which  is  both 
balanced  and  provides  for  a  $30,000  contingency. 


Transition 

As  in  all  other  years,  not  all  the  news  was  good.  The  Trustees  lost 
several  special  supporters.  Augustus  P.  Loring  of  Prides  Crossing  had 
been  on  the  Standing  Committee  or  Advisory  Council  since  1954  and 
had  served  three  terms  as  Treasurer.  Samuel  Wakeman  of  Cohasset 
was  a  major  figure  in  the  acquisiton  of  World's  End.  Alice  Howland 
of  Milton  kept  a  caring  and  watchful  eye  on  Hutchinson's  Field  for 
many  years.  Mina  Curtiss  of  Weston,  Connecticut  was  the  donor  of 
Chapelbrook  Reservation;  John  Fiske  of  Petersham  the  donor  of 
Brooks  Woodland  Preserve;  and  Rustin  Mcintosh  of  Tyringham  a 
donor  of  Tyringham  Cobble.  All  had  been  extraordinarily  generous, 
and  each  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Volunteer  changes    As  usual,  faces  changed  on  many  committees  of  The  Trustees. 

Nancy  Claflin,  Carol  Johnson,  Edward  Long,  Frederick  Moseley, 
Edith  Potter  and  John  Woolsey  retired  from  the  Advisory  Council, 
with  great  thanks  being  expressed  to  them  all  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  May.  Herbert  Vaughan  was  elected  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee and  Elizabeth  Conahan,  Thomas  Ellsworth,  Frances  Forbes, 
Henry  Reeder  and  Peter  Thompson  to  the  Advisory  Council.

Looking  Ahead 

In  short,  it  was  a  good  year  —  not  one  without  problems,  but  one 
which  should  give  us  confidence  that  The  Trustees  of  Reservations, 
with  the  continued  dedication  of  its  volunteers  and  staff,  is  equal  to 
any  task  put  before  it. 

With  the  close  of  1986,  it  is  worth  noting  that  in  just  four  years         Questions  for  the 
The  Trustees  will  be  100  years  old.  The  question  comes,  what  kind  future 
of  organization  will  we  be  as  the  second  century  begins?  Will  our 
historic  mission  of  preserving  properties  of  natural  beauty  and 
historic  interest  still  be  pertinent  and,  if  so,  how  well  equipped  will 
we  be  to  carry  it  out?  Will  we  be  able  to  afford  the  high  level  of 
property  maintenance  long  associated  with  our  name?  Will  The 
Trustees  be  viewed  as  an  active  participant  in  shaping  environmen- 
tal land  use  policies  statewide  as  it  was  in  1891,  or  will  financial 
constraints  require  a  more  narrow  focus?  In  an  age  when  high  land 
values  make  gifts  of  land  increasingly  rare,  how  will  The  Trustees 
remain  the  leader  in  conserving  land?  Can  The  Trustees  count  on 
an  ever-expanding  membership  and  on  an  ever-higher  level  of  an- 
nual giving?  What  will  be  the  impact  of  the  tax  reform  act  of 
1986?  To  whom  should  we  look  for  support?  Do  we  need  to  con- 
sider new  sources  of  revenue,  and  if  so,  what? 

Taking  a  close  look  at  these  questions  are  the  hardworking  mem- 
bers of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  who  have  been  meet- 
ing regularly  throughout  the  year.  This  will  be  our  first  long  range 
plan  in  10  years  and  its  recommendations,  due  out  in  early  1987, 
will  help  us  set  the  course  for  the  centennial  and  beyond.  It 
promises  to  be  an  exciting  trip!

Laskoski  Farmland,  Sunderland:  8.5  acres  of  prime  Connecticut 
River  Valley  cropland.  The  property  was  acquired  by  the  Town  of 
Sunderland  under  its  Chapter  61A  right-of-first-refusal  and  im- 
mediately re-sold  to  MFCLT.  To  finance  the  purchase,  MFCLT  sold 
an  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  on  the  land  to  the  Com- 
monwealth in  December,  1986  and  will  convey  in  1987  the  perma- 
nently restricted  farmland  to  an  abutting  produce  farmer. 

Paul  Farmland,  Worthington:  98  acres,  including  47  acres  of  prime  till- 
able farmland  and  a  restored  1790  farmhouse.  MFCLT  purchased 
the  property  in  June,  1985  and  conveyed  a  historic  preservation  re- 
striction on  the  house  and  14  acres  of  land  to  the  Worthington 
Historical  Commission.  MFCLT  then  sold  the  restricted  house  and 
acreage  to  a  family  who  operate  a  bed  and  breakfast  operation.  An 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  on  the  47  acres  of  farmland 
was  sold  to  the  Commonwealth  in  May,  1986;  this  preserved  land 
will  be  sold  in  1987  to  a  dairy  farmer,  who  will  raise  corn  silage 
and  alfalfa  hay.  An  abutter  bought  the  remaining  37  acres  of  un- 
developable woodland. 

Powisset  Farm,  Dover:  In  October,  1985,  MFCLT  purchased  the 
188-acre  farm  including  five  houses  and  farm  buildings,  from  the 
Amelia  Peabody  Estate  for  $2.4  million.  To  preserve  the  property 
and  to  finance  the  purchase,  MFCLT  carried  out  the  following 
limited  development  plan: 

•  Sold  an  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  in  December,  1985 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Town  of  Dover  to  protect  103 
acres  of  farmland  in  perpetuity 

•  Sold  33  acres  to  the  Town  of  Dover  as  permanent  conservation 
land 

•  Within  four  limited  development  areas  totaling  33  acres,  sold 
four  existing  houses  and  seven  undeveloped  lots  —  areas  not  es- 
sential to  the  farm  operation 

•  Protected  an  additional  19  acres  of  pasture  land  through  appur- 
tenant deed  restrictions 

•  In  May,  1986,  leased  the  farmstead,  farm  buildings  and  protected 
farmland  to  a  dairy  farmer  who  is  raising  heifers  on  the  property 
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Warren-Weld  Woodlands,  Essex:  100  acres  of  red  oak,  red  maple, 
black  birch  and  white  pine  woodland  were  donated  to  MFCLT  by 
Mrs.  Anne  W.  Weld  in  April,  1986.  At  Mrs.  Weld's  request, 
MFCLT  conveyed  the  land  to  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association 
for  permanent  management  subject  to  appropriate  restrictive 
covenants.  Prior  to  the  conveyance,  MFCLT  sold  a  single  building 
lot  at  one  corner  of  the  property,  the  proceeds  of  which  created  an 
endowment  for  the  Greenbelt's  future  stewardship  of  the  land.  The 
Warren-Weld  Woodlands,  named  in  honor  of  Anne  W.  Weld,  her 
husband,  the  late  Philip  S.  Weld,  and  Anne  Weld's  parents,  Helen 
T.  and  Samuel  D.  Warren,  provides  a  link  between  the  marsh  sys- 
tem of  the  Essex  River  and  the  unique  upland  habitats  of  the 
Essex-Manchester  Woods. 

Salisbury  Conservation  Restriction,  Salisbury,  Connecticut:  A 

433-acre  conservation  restriction  abutting  the  southwest  corner  of 
Bartholomew's  Cobble  Reservation,  Ashley  Falls.  The  property 
consists  of  well-managed  white  pine  and  mixed  hardwood  forest. 
The  donor  of  the  restriction,  Harrison  E.  Salisbury,  will  continue 
to  manage  the  woodland  actively.  The  restriction,  held  by  MFCLT 
because  it  is  empowered  to  hold  land  outside  of  Massachusetts, 
may  be  transferred  to  The  Trustees  in  the  future.

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Financial  Report 


The  year  1986  was  a  period  of  significant  financial  growth  for  The 
Trustees  of  Reservations.  The  successful  completion  of  the  Capital 
Fund  Raising  Program  added  substantial  funds  to  our  resources 
for  the  future.  Endowment  funds  for  our  reservations  increased  by 
over  $2  million,  reflecting  a  high  level  of  contributions  as  well  as 
continued  strong  investment  performance.  The  Land  Conservation 
Program  was  strengthened  by  strong  growth  in  the  operating  funds 
of  our  affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Farm  and  Conservation  Lands 
Trust,  whose  accounts  are  consolidated  with  TTOR  this  year  for 
the  first  time.  TTOR  received  capital  contributions  from  all  sources 
totaling  $1.8  million  and  contributions  of  properties  valued  at  over 
$1.9  million,  facts  for  which  we  are  extremely  grateful  to  our  many 
generous  supporters. 

In  spite  of  our  strong  performance  in  the  growth  of  capital, 
however,  we  failed  again  in  1986  to  achieve  a  positive  balance  in 
current  operations.  Total  operating  revenues  in  1986,  including 
investment  income  from  endowment,  increased  to  $2,654,000,  up 
$66,000  from  1985,  while  total  operating  expenses  increased 
$60,000  to  $2,673,000,  including  the  transfer  to  the  reserve  for 
depreciation  and  extraordinary  repairs.  After  other  transfers,  the 
Current  Operating  Fund  showed  a  deficit  of  $70,000  for  the  year, 
compared  with  a  deficit  of  $32,000  in  1985. 

Total  investment  income  increased  5  percent  in  1986  to  $1,073,000. 
Annual  contributions  totaled  $408,000,  reflecting  a  record  result 
for  the  Annual  Appeal,  and  membership  dues  increased  11  percent 
to  $278,000.  These  positive  results  were  offset  by  a  decline  in  reser- 
vation receipts  of  $62,000,  reflecting  a  lower  than  normal  atten- 
dance at  Crane  Beach  during  the  unusually  wet  summer  weekends 
of  1986.  In  the  face  of  these  adverse  conditions,  the  TTOR  staff 
exercised  very  tight  control  to  contain  operating  expenses  within  2 
percent  of  the  prior  year's  results  in  spite  of  the  increasing  needs  in 
the  management  of  our  properties. 
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Our  challenge  in  the  next  few  years  is  to  find  the  additional  finan- 
cial resources  necessary  both  to  fund  the  preservation  needs  of  the 
properties  we  now  own  and  manage  and  to  mount  a  more  active 
program  of  land  conservation  directed  toward  those  properties  we 
do  not  own  which  need  preservation  and  whose  opportunity  for 
preservation  may  pass  for  all  time  if  we  are  not  prepared  to  act. 

Many  of  our  major  properties  operate  at  a  deficit  because  of  in- 
sufficient or  non-existent  endowment  and  have  substantial  unmet 
preservation  needs  as  a  result.  The  only  long-term  solution  here  is 
to  raise  endowments.  Land  conservation  has  become  increasingly 
expensive  as  development  pressure  has  increased  and  land  values 
have  soared.  Again,  the  only  long-term  solution  is  to  be  armed 
with  substantial  capital  funds.  We  must  continue  to  work  hard  to 
meet  this  challenge.

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Notes  to  Financial  Statements 


A.  Description  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  (TTOR)  is  a  charitable,  privately  administered  corpo- 

Corporation:  ration  established  in  1891.  The  corporation's  purpose  is  to  acquire  and  preserve  for 

public  use  beautiful  and  historic  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  TTOR  is  a  tax-exempt  organization  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code. 


B.  Significant 
Accounting  Policies: 

Basis  of  Presentation      The  1986  financial  statements  include  the  accounts  of  TTOR  and  its  affiliate,  the 

Massachusetts  Farm  and  Conservation  Lands  Trust  (MFCLT),  which  is  a  charitable, 
privately  administered  trust  founded  to  acquire,  preserve  and  resell  farmlands  and 
scenic  landscape  threatened  by  development.  In  consolidating  the  accounts  of 
TTOR  and  MFCLT,  certain  adjustments,  principally  related  to  common  properties, 
were  required. 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis  of 
accounting.  In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on 
the  use  of  the  resources  available  to  The  Trustees  of  Reservations,  the  accounts  of 
TTOR  are  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  fund  accounting.  This  is 
the  procedure  by  which  resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  for  accounting 
and  reporting  purposes  into  funds  according  to  the  activities  or  objectives  specified. 

The  "Total  All  Funds"  columns  are  the  totals  of  similar  accounts  of  the  various 
funds.  Since  the  assets  of  certain  of  the  funds  are  restricted  or  endowed,  the  totals 
are  for  supplemental  analysis  purposes  only  and  do  not  indicate  that  the  combined 
fund  balances  are  available  in  any  manner  other  than  provided  for  in  the  separate 
funds. 


Investments  Investments,  except  for  the  Mission  House  and  Naumkeag  Funds,  are  pooled  on  a 

market  value  basis,  with  each  fund  subscribing  to  or  disposing  of  units  on  the  basis 
of  value  per  unit  at  market  value  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  within  which  the 
transaction  occurs. 

Investment  income  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis  and  was  distributed  to  the  par- 
ticipating funds  based  upon  the  number  of  units  owned  by  each  fund. 

Realized  gains  and  losses  on  portfolio  transactions  are  accounted  for  on  a  specific 
identification  basis. 
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Properties  and 
Equipment 


Land  and  buildings  are  stated  at  cost  when  purchased  or  at  assessed  or  appraised 
values  when  donated  as  a  gift.  The  values  of  conservation  restrictions  and  ease- 
ments are  not  capitalized. 


Other  capital  assets  are  charged  to  a  separate  fund  (Reserve  for  Depreciation  and 
Extraordinary  Expenses  Fund)  which  is  funded  on  a  discretionary  basis,  by  the 
Current  Operating  Fund.  The  provision  to  this  separate  fund  was  $150,000  in  1986 
and  $100,000  in  1985. 


Deferred  Costs  Deferred  costs  represent  net  expenditures  incurred  on  land  and  land  acquisitions 

which  are  in  the  process  of  being  sold  at  year-end.. 


Membership  Dues  Income  from  membership  dues  is  recognized  in  the  period  in  which  the  dues  are 

received. 


Internally  Designated      The  Internally  Designated  Funds  principally  consist  of  a  reserve  for  depreciation 
and  extraordinary  expenses,  the  General  Fund  and  Capital  Fund  Raising  Program 
gifts.
